Two names leaped out of the 
stories of the French struggle with 


the fanatic Berbers in North 
Africa— 
Abd-el-K rim 
and Lyautey. 
Pulses of mid- 
dle-aged news 
papermen, espe- 
cially the more 
sentimental, will 
be stirred by the 
name of Abd-el- 
Krim,. (The 
name means 
‘Servant of the 
Generous God.’’) His victorious 
campaign against Spanish oppres- 
sion was the great story of the 
early 20s. It was a romantic 
war, with the troops of Abd-el- 
Krim sweeping out of the deserts 
on their white stallions or appear- 
ing on the flank of the harassed 
Spanish troops on fleet camels. 

A young reporter named Vin- 
cent Sheean joined the Riffian 
tribe of Berbers. Sheean, a per- 
son of great compassion and ro- 
mantic idealism, became a pas- 
sionate advocate of Abd-el-Krim’s 
fight for independence from the 
decadent Spanish throne. His 
book ‘‘Personal History’”’ was, and 
is, an amazing document of ex- 
perience, but none of it has the 
sweep and the gallantry of his 
weeks with the desert forces of 
“The Servant of the Generous 
God."’ 


Fever 

Let all those who think that this 
new fever of nationalism in North 
Africa is a product of the years 
since the second World War, 
think back to the Riffians. There 
was a time, in the early 20s, when 
their little country in the high 
hills eastward of Gibraltar held 
the eyes of most of the world .. . 
a world sick of the first great 
war. It was a world which want- 
ed peace. 

And Lyautey? Today’s great 
American base in North Africa is 
at Port Lyautey. It was named 
for a Frenchman who, in the time 
of Abd-el-Krim, saved the French 
Protectorate of Morocco, where 
the Foreign Legion now moves 
against the Berbers.

Abd-el-Krim’s beginnings illus- 
trate how much damage can be 
done by fools, especially those 
who use position and power un- 
wisely. Abd-el-Krim was not a 
fanatic young man. He did not 
dislike the Spanish. Indeed, he 
cheerfully took employment with 
the Spanish administration in Me- 
lilla, the Spanish capital of the 
protectorate. 


The Spanish general of that 
city treated the educated young 
Riff with great intolerance and 
with pompous superiority. 

Young Abd-el-Krim went back 
to his people. He took hatred 
back with him. He began to or- 
ganize the revolt. He did become 
a fanatic, but it was not religion 
which inflamed him. It was an 
affront. 


Victory 

In 1921 he brought his Riffian 
troops to battle with those of his 
former employe—Gen. Sylvestre. 
The Spanish leader had reason to 
regret his many affronts. The 
Riffian army administered one of 
the most emphatic defeats ever 
sustained by a European army at 
the hands of a native force in 
Africa. 

Spain lost on that day 20,000 
men, more than one hundred mod- 
ern cannon, thousands of rifles 
and a vast amount of ammuni- 
tion, food, and other items of war. 
Spain was further humiliated. In 
the old Barbary Coast manner, 
the rebel leader demanded ran- 
som for his prisoners. 

Abd-el-Krim’s name swept 
through Moslem North Africa. 
Lurid lithographs pictured him 
hacking off the heads of Christian 
unbelievers. Power began to cor- 
rupt Abd-el-Krim. He did not pro- 
test when his hot-eyed followers 
addressed him as Sultan. He 
moved against French Morocco, 
which Gen. Lyautey had held 
against the Germans in the great 
war. Abd-el-Krim had modern 
arms. An ex-German officer had 
trained his army. The French de- 
feated him. He went into exile. 

In 1947 Abd-el-Krim was re- 
leased after 20 years of political 
imprisonment. He was offered a 
house near the villa of another 
political prisoner of France— 
Marshal Petain—who had given 
Abd-el-Krim his final defeat in 
1924, but who had sold out France 
to the Germans in the second 
great War. -

him to escape to Egypt.

On 3rd Try

The third time is charmed. 

This persistent maxim has rare- 

ly proved truer than when applied 
to the Atlanta Historical Society. 


Twice, in the early 1870s and 
early 90s, would-be preservers of 
the artifacts of one of the world’s 
most gracious cultures failed in 
attempts to establish a permanent 
Atlanta Historical Society. 


The failures were not too sur- 
prising, for history has it that 
most such local organizations ‘‘live 
a few years and die’’ — usually 
for lack of financial support. 


1,000 MEMBERS NOW 


Atlanta’s third and “charmed” | 
attempt, however, has seen a small 
group of dedicated historians 
achieve a society recognized as 
one of the country’s finest. 


The society,, with headquarters 
in a 13-room Georgian mansion at 
1753 Peachtree St., NE, now boasts 
1,000 members. 

The society “‘irregularly’’ pub- 
lishes a bulletin treasured for re- 
liability by researchers the coun- 
try over, and visitors to the se- 
date headquarters can and do 
spend entranced days examining 
priceless furniture, china and oth- 
er irreplaceable objects. 

Objects like a sofa believed to 
have been used by Gen. William 
Tecumseh Sherman for catnaps as’ 
his troops sacked Atlanta; the 
clipboard the late Margaret Mitch- 
ell used to edit “Gone With The 
Wind;”’ a Bobby Jones golf club’ 
and the original fortification maps_| 
Col. L. P. Grant prepared for the) 
defense of Atlanta during the Civil} 
War. 


30,000 PICTURES 


Some 30,000 pictures are avail- 
able for copying, and a research 
staff of three is ready and eager 
to help visitors by carrying out 
the second half of the society's 
pledge to ‘‘preserve and dissemi- 
nate’ Atlanta historical informa- 
tion. 


The society as it is known today 
did not come about haphazardly. 


It evolved from a group of local 
historians organized ‘‘socially’’ in 
1926. Ten years passed before a 
‘professional’ approach led the so- 
ciety to establish headquarters in 
a local hotel. 

Fund-raising drives, led by past 
president John Ashley Jones and 
others, aided a later transfer to 
larger quarters in the Erlanger 
Theater Bldg. and subsequently to’ 
the present building. 
FOR BUSINESSMEN 

The society, according to Miss 
Ruth Blair, executive secretary 
since Jan. 1, 1937, decided early 
to specialize in pictures, 

The decision has led to an un- 
expected bonus of some 40 special 
‘business establishment’? member- 
ships at $25 to $125 a year. The 
businessmen early found the so- 
ciety just the place to obtain his- 
torical pictures for window dis- 
plays and the like. 

Take a well-known Atlanta jew- 
elry firm, for instance. 

The management wanted a dis- 
play of jewelry-connected histori- 
cal pictures and objects. They had 
heard of the existence of a saw- 
dust-filled doll used to conceal and 
smuggle a wealthy Atlanta 
family’s jewels through Sherman's 
lines. Could Miss Blair also fur- 
nish some information on the doll? 
CATALOGUING 

Miss Blair, a native Atlantan 
well-versed in local family geneal- 
ogy, not only furnished the infor- 
mation but obtained loan of the 
doll itself. 

Miss Blair said the society cur- 
rently is cataloguing its ‘small 
collection’’ of valuable letters, dia- 
ries and rare books. The collec- 
tion ‘“‘can’t compare, of course’”’ 
with those of other local institu- 
tions, but it’s growing, she added.

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Baby Foods Industry 


Seen as Big Business 

Young infants now receive ce- 
reals, vegetables, fruits and 
meats. Grocery stores usually 
set aside special sections for 
baby foods and the industry is 
becoming big business. This 
change in feeding habits 
stemmed from the discovery that 
infants can digest solid foods 
more readily than was believed 
formerly. 

When this became known, 
mother began to demand supple- 
mentary feedings because she 
wanted her tot to compete favor- 
ably with the baby next door. 
She is just as proud of junior’s 
dietary accomplishments as she 
is of his ability to walk, talk and 
cut teeth. 

As a result, the pendulum has 
swung in this direction and the 
physician who does not cater to 
her wishes in this respect is re- 
garded as old fashioned; oc- 
casionally he is fired. 

Most children come into the 
world with an ample supply of 
vitamins and minerals and prog- 
ress at a satisfactory rate on 
milk. The extra demand for vit- 
amins C and D are met by giving 
them orange juice and cod liver 
oil. 

Milk is low in iron and unless 
supplementary foods are given 
by the eighth month, the child 
will develop anemia. Spinach, 
egg yolk, meat and prune pulp 
are rich in fron and, when added 
to the diet during the fifth or 
sixth month, help maintain the 
reserve supply of iron in the 
liver. Foods of this type furnish 
the pigment required in the man- 
ufacture of red blood cells. 

Early feedings also add to a 
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hungry baby’s nourishment when 
it is not desirable to increase the 
milk intake. Some pediatricians 
make the limit equivalent to one 
quart and if the little one still is 
hungry, supplementary feedings 
are started. Cereals are excel 
lent for this purpose. 


Fruits and green vegetables at 
the tender age of three months 
have no particular advantage ex- 
cept to fill the tummy and com- 
bat constipation. These early 
feedings also acquaint the child 
with a variety of new tastes. 

The fact that many babies like 
solid foods has led authorities to 
believe they are needed. This is 
part of the demand theory in 
which youngsters select what the 
body needs. Solids also give a 
larger choice of proteins and 
minerals than milk does. On the 
other hand, physicians have un- 
earthed some disadvantages to 
the schedule and others believe 
it does no harm but wonder 
whether it does any good.
